Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  the  year  1958.  This  report 
is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular 
22/59  of  9th  December,  1958. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  rose  by  150,  according  to  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate,  to  49,980. 


There  was  a  further  drop  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  to 
23.38  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  26.73  in  1957.  The 
figure  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  22.6  in  1958  :  that 
an  industrial  town  such  as  Wallsend  should  be  so  near  to  the 
national  average  is  indeed  encouraging.  No  doubt  the  continued 
low  level  of  unemployment  and  improved  living  standards  have 
played  an  important  part. 

In  1958  there  were  very  few  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
The  total  number  of  cases  on  our  Register  of  Tuberculosis  was  353 
at  the  end  of  the  year  (a  fall  of  38).  Of  the  individuals  on  the 
Register,  only  24  were  reported  by  the  Chest  Physician  to  have  a 
Positive  Sputum,  i.e.  to  be  known  beyond  doubt  to  be  infectious. 
Although  better  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  have  improved 
the  outlook,  tuberculosis  is  not  yet  defeated  :  the  general  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  attack  on  the  disease  remain  the  same — to  take  all 
possible  steps  to  avoid  infection  occurring  and  to  make  use  of  all 
the  facilities  for  prevention,  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  e.g. 
B.C.G.  vaccination  for  contacts  and  school  leavers  and  Mass 
Chest  X-rays. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  1958.  As  a 
result  of  the  importation  of  large  supplies  of  Canadian  and 
American  Vaccine,  there  was  sufficient  for  all  under  15  years  to 
be  inoculated  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  over  75% 
of  children  aged  15  and  under  had  had  two  injections  by  the 
autumn  of  1958.  Also  in  the  autumn  a  beginning  was  made  with 
the  protection  of  the  next  age  group,  aged  25  years  and  under  and 
with  third  injections  at  an  interval  of  seven  months  after  the 
second. 
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It  is  sad  to  have  to  record  that  another  year  has  passed 
without  any  Council  Houses  being  built  except  for  Slum  Clearance. 
Although  the  general  situation  has  improved  each  year  since 
house  building  was  resumed  after  the  war,  there  are  still  many 
families  living  in  conditions  of  overcrowding  which  are  far  from 
likely  to  lead  to  a  happy  family  life.  In  the  interests  of  health  in  its 
widest  sense,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  normal  house-building 
programme  will  be  recommenced  as  early  as  possible. 


The  second  post-war  Slum  Clearance  Inquiry  was  held  in 
April  1958,  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  &  Local 
Government  on  the  16th  October,  1958.  The  area  considered  was 
one  of  4.195  acres  involving  154  houses,  comprising  175  separate 
dwellings  and  4  shops,  over  80  years  old.  There  was  no  serious 
objection  raised  by  any  of  the  owners. 


In  two  important  matters,  Atmospheric  Pollution  and  River 
Pollution,  there  was  little  or  no  progress  made  during  the  year. 
In  each  instance,  there  was  no  lack  of  scientific  knowledge  of  the 
extent  of  the  problem,  the  dangers  to  health  or  to  amenities,  and 
the  work  required  to  be  done  to  abolish  or  reduce  the  pollution.  The 
major  difficulty  is  an  economic  one  :  if  we  really  want  clean  air 
and  unpolluted  rivers  then  we  must  be  prepared  to  pay  the  cost 
collectively  in  the  form  of  local  or  national  taxation  and  individu¬ 
ally  in  the  increased  cost  of  smokeless  alternatives  to  bituminous 
coal. 


Perhaps  we  can  understand  our  failure  as  a  nation  to  deal 
with  Air  and  River  Pollution  when  we  consider  another  hazard  to 
health — the  cigarette.  The  amount  of  money  spent  in  Britain  on 
tobacco  every  year  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  banish 
atmospheric  and  river  pollution  permanently.  Yet,  not  only  do 
many  people  prefer  to  spend  money  on  smoking — they  are  also 
indifferent  to  the  possibility  that  it  may  shorten  their  lives  through 
causing  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  There  is  little  doubt  that  people 
who  smoke  cigarettes  are  well  aware  of  the  warnings  which  have 
been  given  about  possible  dangers.  Local  Authorities  try  to  make 
sure  that  the  facts  are  known — every  school  leaver  in  Wallsend  is 
asked  individually  by  the  doctor  conducting  the  final  medical 
inspection  whether  he  or  she  has  learned  that  there  is  thought  to  be 
some  danger  involved  in  smoking — over  95%  already  know  and 
the  remainder  are  informed.  Both  local  and  national  anti-smoking 
propaganda  must  continue  to  counteract  the  massive  volume  of 
advertising  by  tobacco  manufacturers. 


Improvements  in  food  handling  have  been  maintained. 
Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  better  condi¬ 
tions  in  shops  and  restaurants  since  the  war  and  to  the  stimulating 
effect  of  the  self-service  shops.  All  shops  selling  food  in  Wallsend 
have  complied  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  made  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  (i.e.  hot  and  cold  running  water 
etc.,)  with  only  one  exception  and  it  is  expected  that  the  work 
required  will  be  carried  out  shortly.  So  far,  prosecutions  have  not 
been  considered  necessary. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Tilley,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
for  Northumberland,  for  giving  me  permission  to  include  details 
of  services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in  Wallsend.  I 
would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Morrison,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Health 
Department,  for  his  work  in  preparing  the  figures  for  this  report, 
Mr.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  help,  and  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement 
during  the  year.

Street,  Sixth  Street  and  Seventh  Street  to  be  a  Clearance  Area 
known  as  the  Wallsend  (Hadrian  Road)  Clearance  Area  No.  34. 

The  Wallsend  (Hadrian  Road  No.  34)  Clearance  Order,  1957, 
was  made  on  the  same  day  and  submitted  for  confirmation  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  21st  August, 
1957. 

A  Public  Local  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  22nd  April,  1958,  in 
respect  of  certain  of  the  properties. 

With  some  modifications  the  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  16th 
October,  1958. 

The  modified  Order  affected  148  houses  comprising  169 
dwelling  houses  and  4  shops  : —

Fifth  Street,  Nos.  1 — 13  inclusive  and  Nos.  15 — 24  inclusive. 

Sixth  Street,  Nos.  1 — 13  inclusive  and  Nos.  16 — 27  inclusive. 

Seventh  Street,  Nos.  2 — 33  inclusive. 

118  dwellings  in  the  area  had  been  dealt  with  as  individual 
unfit  houses  over  a  period  of  several  years  before  the  date  of  the 
Public  Local  Inquiry.  A  further  12  dwellings  had  been  closed  by 
the  owners  without  the  service  of  Closing  Orders  or  Demolition 
Orders.  With  one  exception  the  remaining  dwellings  were  closed 
and  the  tenants  rehoused  by  the  end  of  the  year.

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SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 


The  above  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department 
Office  in  July,  1954.  During  each  period  of  24  hours  about  60  cubic 
feet  of  air  from  outside  the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small 
electric  pump  through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through 
two  bubbling  tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke 
particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which 
varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  com¬ 
bustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere.  The 
weight  of  material  caught  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain  with 
a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated  by  matching 
with  weighed  stains.  The  amount  is  expressed  in  milligrams  of 
smoke  particles  per  100  cubic  metres  of  air  (28,349  milligrams  = 
1  ounce  ;  1  cubic  metre  =  35.317  cubic  feet).  Sulphur  dioxide  in 
the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide  to  form  dilute  sulphuric 
acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily  by  titration  with 
standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  parts 
per  100  million  parts  of  air  (by  volume)  is  calculated.

the  ice-cream  including  the  fruit,  fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  such  total  content  of  fat,  sugar 
and  milk  solids  other  than  fat  shall  include  not  less  than 
1\  per  cent,  fat,  10  per  cent,  sugar  and  2  per  cent,  milk 
solids  other  than  fat  : 

(ii)  “  Parev  ”  (kosher)  ice  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale 
under  that  description  shall  contain  not  less  than  10  per 
cent,  fat  and  not  less  than  14  per  cent,  sugar,  and  the 
standard  for  ice-cream  set  forth  above  shall  not  apply  to 
this  product. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  the  standards  prescribed  above  “  sugar  ” 
means  sucrose,  invert  sugar  or  the  solids  of  any  sweetening  material 
derived  from  starch  so  however  that  no  ice-cream  shall  contain  less 
than  1\  per  cent,  sucrose.
